Testimony: Blago 
obsessed with cash

A former confidant portrayed ex-Gov. Rod 
Blagojevich on Thursday as so obsessed 
with raising political cash that he tried to 
swap an appointment to the US. Senate to 
derail an ethics bill that would crimp his 
fundraising prowess. 

In 2008, Blagojevich was in such a 
frenzy to block the ethics legislation that 
he agreed to elevate then-IIlinois Senate 
President Emil Jones Jr. to the US. Senate 
post held by Barack Obama if Jones would 
bury the ethics reform, testified Alonzo 
“Lon” Monk, a longtime Blagojevich friend 
and aide. 

When that backfired, Blagojevich then 
launched a hardball drive to squeeze mil- 
lions of dollars in donations out of state 
contractors and others before the fund- 
raising limits in the ethics bill took effect 
in 2009, said Monk, who was testifying as 


part of a plea deal with prosecutors. 

As governor, Blagojevich also fretted 
that he wasn’t making enough and worked 
to arrange a $12,000-a-month, do-little job 
for his wife, Patti, with developer buddy 
Antoin “Tony” Rezko, Monk alleged. 

Blagojevich’s alleged dash for cash also 
was apparent on the first secret recordings 
played for the jury at the trial. A frantic 
Blagojevich could be heard swearing and 
almost yelling at his brother, Robert, the 
head of his campaign fund at the time, ask- 
ing whether a fundraising goal of $4 mil- 
lion was realistic by the end of 2008. The 
brother is also on trial. 

The ethics legislation was set to go into 
effect in weeks, and Blagojevich sounded 
almost desperate to get his brother to 
push donors. 

“We've gotta somehow get there. Don’t 
pay any bills,” Blagojevich said, sounding 


like he was only half-joking. His brother re- 
sponded by saying maybe they could scrap 
sending out Christmas cards. 

Only a fundraising event held by state 
Sen. James DeLeo (D-Chicago) had met its 
goal, Blagojevich said. Campaign contribu- 
tions from asphalt magnate Michael Von- 
dra had dropped off, Blagojevich said on 
the recording. “The Greeks have dropped 
off,” he added. 

In his testimony, Monk said Blagojev- 
ich’s timing in stoking up fundraising pres- 
sure was terrible. 

Barack Obama’s drive for the presidency 
was sucking up available political cash in 
Illinois, the economy was in the dumps, 
Blagojevich’s longtime fundraising czar 
Christopher Kelly was under indictment 
and out of the picture and reports of feder- 
al probes into Blagojevich’s administration 
were scaring away donors. 


Sears for 
groceries

Yep. The company that has been delivering 
refrigerators and washing machines to US. 
homes for decades is looking into delivering 
something new. 

The service, an expansion of Sears’ year- 
old MyGofer online shopping portal, quietly 
launched on Memorial Day in Manhattan and 
in the Hamptons, according to spokesman Tom 
Aiello. The home delivery service, which brings 
groceries, prescriptions, electronics and other 
goods from its Kmart stores, is slated to roll out 
to other markets including Chicago-area Kmart 
stores later this summer, he said. 

Sears Holdings Corp. launched MyGofer last 
year as a way to combine bricks-and-mortar re- 
tailing with Amazon-style online shopping. The 
mygofer.com website allows shoppers to search 
tens of thousands of goods online. 

Sears also converted a shuttered Kmart store 
in Joliet into a warehouse and showroom with 
a drive-through and renamed the Kmart store 
MyGofer. The store, which opened in May, is the 
only one of its kind in the country. 

The retailer’s plans to start home delivery of 
groceries and other products appeared as part 
of a video highlighting Sears’ online prowess 
that Imran Jooma, Sears’ top online executive, 
showed during a speech Wednesday.

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Daley says city 
appreciates Oprah 


Chicagoans’ respect for Oprah Winfrey’s privacy may have 
been misinterpreted as a lack of appreciation for the talk 
show queen, Mayor Daley said Thursday. 

Daley was responding to recent comments by Winfrey’s 
longtime partner, Steadman Graham, who said he didn’t 
think the city understands the “value of her as a human being 
and what she’s done.” 

“Chicago’s really different, in the sense that—and I think 
everybody appreciated Oprah, there’s no way—one thing 
about Chicago is, we respect your privacy,” Daley said. “She 
could be in a restaurant, she could be at the East Bank Club, 
walking down the street. People don’t run up to her.” 

Graham told Fox Chicago “I really don’t think they appre- 
ciate her” when he was asked what Winfrey ending her show 
here means to the city. But Daley said Chicagoans simply let 
people have their space, be they stars or anyone else. 

“It’s very interesting. West Coast, East Coast, paparazzi 
would be running around, chasing her up and down,” Daley 
said. “Here’s Chicago, we weren’t taught that way. We have 
people out to restaurants or dinners. ...

“T know Steadman, I don’t know what the comment was 
about, but I think everybody has really respected her, but 
most importantly always kept her privacy really important to 
her in her own life,” Daley added.

Solo sailor, 
16, feared 
in trouble 


LOS ANGELES A 16-year-old Southern 

California girl attempting a solo sail 
around the world was feared in trouble Thurs- 
day in the frigid, heaving southern Indian 
Ocean after her emergency beacons began 
signaling and communication was lost. 

Authorities said a search effort was under 
way for Abby Sutherland. Conditions quickly 
can become perilous for any sailor exposed to 
the elements in that part of the world. 

Abby last communicated with her fam- 
ily at 6 a.m. and reported 30-foot swells but 
was not in distress, family spokesman Chris- 
tian Pinkston said. An hour later the family 
was notified that her emergency beacons had 
been activated, and there was no further com- 
munication. 

Her brother, Zac, who sailed around the 
world at age 17, told L.A. radio station KNX 
that Abby was ina heavy storm at the time she 
called home. 


Bird effort challenged 


| FORT JACKSON, La. Rescuers gently 
washing the goo from pelicans make 
for some of the few hopeful images from 
the disaster on the Gulf of Mexico, yet some 
scientists contend those efforts are good for 
little more than warming hearts. 

Critics call bird-washing a wasteful ex- 
ercise in feel-good futility that simply buys 
doomed creatures a bit more time. They say 
the money and man-hours would be better 
spent restoring wildlife habitat or saving en- 
dangered species. 

In the seven weeks since oil began erupt- 
ing from a mile-deep well after a drilling rig 
explosion in the Gulf of Mexico, more than 
150 pelicans, gulls, sandwich terns and other 
birds have been treated at a warehouse- 
turned-refugee encampment 70 miles south 
of New Orleans. 

A total of 473 birds in the Gulf region 
have been collected alive with visible oil; 
117 oiled birds have been found dead. More 
are on the way, as oil slicks assault beaches 
and marshes that serve as breeding areas for 
many species. 

It’s all part of a broader animal care initia- 
tive overseen by federal agencies and oper- 
ated largely by nonprofit groups, with fund- 
ing from BP PLC. Other centers focus on 
turtles and marine mammals. 

“All of us here taking care of the wildlife 
feel it’s important,” said Rhonda Murg- 
atroyd of Wildlife Response Services. “We 
can't just leave them there—somebody has 
to take care of them.” 

A noble sentiment, said Ron Kendall, 
director of the Institute of Environmental 
and Human Health at Texas Tech Univer- 
sity. But the hard reality is that many, if not

Blackhawks players, fans celebrate 
title as hockey Holy Grail tours city

With Blackhawks players acting as tour guides, the beer-soaked 
Stanley Cup took a victory lap unlike any the city has ever seen 
Thursday. 

Wherever hockey’s Holy Grail went, adulation followed. 
Elated fans cheered the trophy as it made a daylong pilgrimage 
from O’Hare to Rush Street, with stops at a suburban restaurant, 
a North Side bar and the United Center in between. 

During the summer, each player will assume custody of the 
118-year-old chalice for at least 24 hours. They can take it home 
or wherever they like and do whatever they want with it. 

But before the Cup jets off to far flung places such as Winni- 
peg, Canada, and Stara Lubovna, Slovakia, the Hawks made sure 
to introduce it to both Chicago’s long-suffering hockey fans and 


its unabashed bandwagon jumpers. 

“We'll probably parade it around town,” Hawks captain Jona- 
than Toews promised as the team’s plane landed at O’Hare shortly 
before sunrise Thursday, “It'll be awesome.” 

And awesome it was. 

The road-weary Blackhawks arrived at a private terminal at 
O’Hare shortly before 4 a.m., little more than six hours after 
their thrilling 4-3 overtime victory over the Philadelphia Flyers. 
Fire trucks welcomed the plane with cannons that shot giant 
arcs of water over the aircraft as it taxied to the terminal. 

Toews said the plane ride was rowdy, befitting for one of the 
youngest teams in the NHL anda Stanley Cup celebration near- 
ly 50 years in the making. 

“No one was sitting down, nobody was relaxing,” Toews said. 
“It was pretty loud in there.” From O'Hare, the team moved to 
Harry Caray’s restaurant in Rosemont. Players could be seen 
drinking beer as dance music played. 

Following the gathering, some Hawks took the cup to Roscoe

Village for drinks at the Pony Inn. With bouncers preventing fans 
from joining the private party, the players downed Jager bombs. 

Outside, hundreds of screaming fans swarmed the players’ 
idling limos as they waited for a glimpse of the city’s newest 
champions. At the bar’s backdoor, several kids asked to see the 
trophy—a wish Toews personally granted as he brought it to 
them. 

Defenseman Brent Seabrook also ventured out into the 
crowd, where he signed autographs for several minutes before 
hopping into a taxi. 

By 9 a.m., the party had broken up and the Hawks began to go 
their separate ways. 

Toews and a few friends headed to Ann Sather in Lakeview. 
Carrying his own Sharpie pen, the Blackhawks center signed 
newspapers, hockey sweaters, napkins and anything else star- 
struck fans placed in front of him. 

Meanwhile, the Cup traveled to the United Center, where it 
had its picture taken on the home ice and in the locker room.

Later that afternoon, Hawks defenseman Brian Campbell 
loaded the trophy into a party bus and took it to dinner at Tav- 
ern On Rush. The pair were met there by other team members, 
many of whom who had already shaved or significantly trimmed 
their scraggly playoff beards. 

The Cup’s appearance caused a massive traffic jam in the Gold 
Coast as rubbernecking fans slowed their cars and onlookers 
clogged the sidewalks. 

The chaotic scene stunned left wing Bryan Bickell, who said 
he had trouble envisioning Friday’s parade following Thursday’s 
massive reception. 

“It has been pretty awesome,” he said. “I’m nervous to see 
what the next 24 hours will bring.” 

Rockit Bar & Grill also was on the agenda, the resulting chaos 
shutting down Hubbard Street. In front of the bar’s floor-to-ceil- 
ing, second-floor windows, players including Andrew Ladd and 
Kris Versteeg hoisted the Cup to a gathering crowd. Ladd even 
showered the onlookers with a bottle of alcohol.

American soccer has never been more pop- 
ular in the US. or its players more well-known 
across the world. And on Saturday comes the 
first competitive match between the U.S. and 
England since the great American upset at the 
1950 World Cup.

Where’s the » buzz? 


With teams struggling, Crosstown Classic seems down

In the beginning, the series survived and 
thrived on its newness. 

And when that wore off, there was “The 
Fight” at home plate and “Ozzie’s Rats,” one 
World Series drought sated and the back-to- 
back battles of real first-place teams. 

But what about now, as the Cubs-White 
Sox City Series starts its 13th season? 

Exactly what do we have that’s special? 

How fitting for two dull teams seemingly 
going nowhere that they will play for a newly 
invented trophy sponsored by an oil company 
in crisis control, in Wrigley Field with a sign 
sponsored by a car company with public rela- 
tions problems, on a day when another Chica- 
go team is parading around its championship 
trophy. So what do we have? 

Well, we have Cubs vs. Sox and a city still 
divided as North vs. South, at least according 
to the Cubs and Sox themselves. 


College basketball 
analyst Dick Vitale 
was sitting in his 
normal front-row 
seat near the third- 
base dugout during 
Thursday’s Tampa 
Bay Rays game 
when he was struck 
in the stomach by a 
foul ball. Other than 
rubbing his stom- 
ach and side, Vitale 
seemed fine. 


So while the luster seems to have worn off, 
there still will be that buzz in Wrigley Field 
this week and U.S. Cellular Field two weeks 
hence. 

“The only luster that has fallen off is the 
way the teams are playing,” said Sox pitch- 
er Mark Buehrle, who has seen them all 
since 2000 and is to start Saturday’s game. 
“There’s not very much excitement {leading 
up], but once we get there, the atmosphere 
will be there. 

“The buildup, the media coverage before, 
may not be as big because teams aren't playing 
the best, but there’s a lot of emotion and you 
want to show up for your fans. It’s still a big 
deal for the city.” 

Maybe, but it would seem that baseball in- 
terest in the city this year could be relegated 
to the time between the very late end of the 
Blackhawks season and the much-anticipated 
beginning of Bears training camp.

on TV. “I was so into it I even had a gang in 
school, my little A-Team’ gang when I was 
ro years old,” he says. “Loved the show! When 
I heard they were making it, I did an improv 
audition in my hotel room, just trying some 
things out as Murdock.” 

The TV series, with its “problem solving” 
mercenaries for hire, came out during the 
Reagan era. What’s in the zeitgeist today that 
suggests “The A“Ieam” return? Aside from 
Mexican drug wars, Iraq and military “con- 
tractor” chicanery, all covered in the film? 


“The thing that says the ’80s about the 
series to me, that we’ve tried to recapture, is 
that emphasis on iconic characters,” Copley 
says. “None of us got to be in a ‘Beverly Hills 
Cop,’ ‘Die Hard,’ ‘Lethal Weapon.’ Those 
were action films, action comedies, really. But 
the emphasis was on the characters —larger 
than life, funny, handy with a gun.” 

The guns were the trickiest things for all 
involved, says Cooper, 35 and new to action 
films. 

“When you're acting, your body has a ten- 
dency to tense up,” he says. “You fight that. 
And when you're handling a gun, it’s a real 
fight to keep from tensing up. You can’t flinch. 
The swagger can’t come through. The viewer 
has to believe that shootouts are common- 
place for these guys.” 

Did they pull it off? With film fanboys hav- 
ing had a hand in casting it, expect the box of- 
fice to register their enthusiasm. 

And if the audience says so, “We'll all be back 
for another one,” says Cooper, who already has 
a “Hangover 2” in the works. “But man, to get 
back in this kind of shape? That’s sacrifice.” 

Cooper cut out sugar, salt and flour and did 
tough two-hour workouts with a trainer every 
day for six months prior to and during the 
shoot, he told Details magazine. 

“As the movie progressed, I got in increas- 
ingly better shape,” he said in the magazine. 
“There’s this one fight scene with Liam Nee- 
son toward the end, where it’s, like, the apex 
of the work ... I swear to God, it looked like 
my head was digitally superimposed onto 
someone else’s body.”

New ‘Kid’ has the chops

“The kid” won’t turn 12 until July. But he’s his 
old man’s son. Jaden Smith has a wisecrack 
at the ready when asked about how absurdly 
ripped he got for his new film, the remake of 
“The Karate Kid.” 

“Hey man, you know, I gotta keep it nice 
for the ladies, you know?” he says. “Learned 
THAT from Jackie!” 

“Jackie” would be Jackie Chan, the world- 
famous, world-wise martial arts comic who is 
Jaden’s co-star in “The Karate Kid.” The re- 
make, reset in Chan’s China, has Jackie as Mr. 
Han, a reclusive building superintendent who 
teaches the bullied Dre (Jaden) martial arts. 
But did that mentoring extend to off camera, 
say, when Jaden—son of Will Smith and Jada 
Pinkett Smith—got his first screen kiss? 

“He didn’t give me too much advice, not 
good advice, anyway,” Jaden says. Chan is sit- 
ting right next to him. “But my dad? He did. 
He said, ‘Don't KISS with your MOUTH 
open! Definitely too young for that.” 

They've got this Jackie-and-Jaden act down 
pat. Give them a hard time about this new 
“Karate Kid’s” two hours and 15 minutes run- 
ning time. 

“The movie’s not long enough? Come 
on, Jaden, let’s do a song.

“Here’s the respect I learned from martial 
arts. I realized how lucky I was to be their son.” 

Amen to that. Smith has the major mo- 
tion pictures “Pursuit of Happyness” (with 
his dad) and “The Day the Earth Stood Still” 
(with Keanu Reeves) and now a “Karate Kid” 
under his belt. And he’s still only 11. He loved 
learning martial arts, “especially that high- 
stretch kick.” 

Jaden can talk about how he’s chosen act- 
ing as a “career,” but again, he’s just 11. Things 
change. But Chan is frank about where this 
new film places him. 

“T want to continue to make movies. But 
how can I continue fighting in movies?

rarely bottled alone. But the 2006 Domaine 
Monpertuis “Vignoble de la Ramiere-Cuvée 
Counoise” ($15), a Rhone-area “country 
wine” (vin de pays du Gard) is 100 percent 
counoise. Though that leaves it outside the 
realm of France’s complicated appellation 
system, or AOC, this puppy’s got pedigree: 
Vines are grown by producer Paul Jeune, who 
decided to give counoise a shout out with a simultaneously spry and rustic bottling. 
The wine ages in stainless steel and large neutral barrels, so flavors are clean and 
straightforward, with hallmark Rhone herbs on the nose, unfettered by assertive 
new oak—and the soft tannins play especially well with the earthy mole over those 


chicken enchiladas.

Counoise: Your 
new best bottle 


Don’t hesitate to bring a nice bottle to Chilapan, a vibrant, 
2-month-old BYOB in Logan Square. The Mexican spot, 
named for a town in Veracruz, Mexico, is a step up froma 
neighborhood taqueria, with attentive servers swiftly offer- 
ing glass stemware to wine-toting diners. 

Chilapan’s owners also managed to fit a lot of outdoor 
seating onto the tiny corner at Armitage and Campbell. 
Though the 20-seat sidewalk cafe is under the Blue Line “I” 
tracks, periodic overhead clatter doesn’t detract from the 
experience —if anything, a pause in conversation during a 
brief noisy spell provides a great opportunity to spoon up 
some more of the restaurant’s rich flan ($5.50). 

As Chilapan continues to charm the neighborhood crowd, 
keep an eye out for dishes such as the delicious rebozo 
(named for women’s shawls often used to carry anything 
from produce to children) full of grilled peppers and steak 
($7.25), stewed chicken enchiladas doused in pungent mole 
($6.95) and the rollito de espinaca ($17.49, below). 

Bring it: Like tucked-away restaurants, some obscure 
grape varietals never receive the popular acclaim they 
deserve. Yet just as Chilapan is sure to win fans, lately I’ve 
been hoping that one of my favorite grapes, counoise, will 
get more love.
